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SELECTMEN'S REPORT. 





To THE Town or NEWCASTLE: 

The selectmen repectfully submit the following report of 
their administration for the year ending Feb. 15, 1897: 

The term has been an exceptionally arduous one, and the 
board feels very much gratified at the manner in which the cit- 
izens have sustained it in its yarious necessary actions and 
feels that where it has been necessary to use discretion, the 
town, as a whole, has expressed satisfaction at its decisions. 

Early in the year we were confronted with the necessity of 
appointing a treasurer, Mr. Curtis, the regularly elected one, 
having resigned the office because of our deciding to requirea 
larger bond than has been customary in the past, about one 
thousand dollars,—which we considered entirely inadequate 
considering the amount of money handled in that office, the 
sinking fund alone amounting to more than the penal sum of 
the bond. We desire to say further, that no reflection was in- 
tended to be cast upon the integrity of the late incumbent, as 
we had the greatest confidence, both individually and as a 
board in his honesty and ability, and that the decision was 
arrived at only after due deliberation and was regarded by us 
merely as a purely business transaction; upon communicating 
with Mr. Curtis he promptly tendered his resignation, a copy- 
of which we present herewith : 


NewcastLe, N. H., April 27, 1896. 


To THE Boarp OF SELECTMEN : 


DEAR Srrs: 

As you wrote me some twelve days ago that you should 
appoint someone to take my place as treasurer for this town 
unless I executed the bond required for $2,000.00 as you 
had decided that you would make no change of the amount,

I will also say that I have not changed my mind _ since 
I first saw the amount required and of which I gave you notice 
that I should decline to accept the office on these terms, there- 
fore, you may consider the office vacant, so far as I am con- 
cerned in the case, and wish to be released from any further 
responsibility as soon as possible.

Upon receipt of the above we notified:Mr. Curtis that his 
resignation was accepted and three days later he presented his 
account, which was audited, and appears in another part of 
this report. 

Mr. William I. Haywood kindly agreed to accept the ap- 
pointment, provided the town ‘would pay for a bond from a 
surety company, and upon considering the matter we felt that 
as the treasurer's salary amounts only to twenty dollars, which 
he certainly more than earns, it would be no more than fair to 
do so, especially as by so doing the town obtained a perfectly 
sound surety in the Fidelity & Deposit company, who could 
not in event of suit set up claims of Dower or Homestead to 
defeat the security. We feel so well satisfied with the working 
of that and the check system of payments that we recommend 
both to the consideration of incoming boards. 

In the time between Mr. Curtis’ resignation and Mr. Hay- 
wood’s qualification it became necessary to raise money to pay 
the interest on town bonds, and there being no treasurer to 
countersign the town’s note, Mr. William E. Marvin deposited 
his personal note for $616.25 in the National Mechanics & 
Traders’ bank, and the item of $9.55 which will be noticed 
among miscellaneous expenses was the interest paid to the bank 
on that note. 

A legacy from preceding boards since 1880 came to us in 
the form of the Pest Island controversy, and in pursuance of 
the vote at last town meeting we pushed the matter, which was 
already in the courts, to a hearing, and after putting long and 
hard work into six hearings before the commissioners appointed 
by the court, we have the satisfaction of a very favorable re- 
port from the committee. It was not possible for them to de- 
cide the matter finally, there being law points which must be 
decided by the supreme court, in full bench, but from their find- 
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ing of facts we have every reason to believe that fina! judgment 
must be in our favor. 

The financial condition of the town is very good, there 
being on hand in the treasurer’s hands some $755.61, besides 
the sinking fund with its increments amounting to some 
$1,074.49 ; from this it will be seen that financially we are bet- 
ter off than for years, and it is to be hoped that the sinking 
fund may be added to constantly in order to cut down the town 
debt when it becomes necessary to refund in 1900.
